for shooting Leslie Hackett, a young 
white man. 
Bryant 
acknowledged 


that he- struck Hackett on the head 
with a pistol, and as Hackett turned 
to get away, shot him in the back. At 
this admission the spectators arose as 
one tnai! and amid shouts of "hang 
him!" surged forward to lay hands on 
the prisoner. 
Sheriff Carpenter held 


the crowd at bay while the deputies 
rushed the negro out of the back door, 
hustled him into a wagon and hurried- 
ly left town. 
He was driven to a 


point on the Nashville, Chattanooga 
an St. Louis railroad, where a train 
was boarded and the prisoner taken to 
Eddyville. 


The jurors returned 
a verdict of 


guilty without leaving their seats and 
the defendant was sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary.
